W ILL U SE ELECTRIC POW DER 


Four electric locom otives will boused 
by the G reat Northern railroad in pull­ 
ing trains throught the great Cascade 
tunnel. 
The orders for the locomo­ 
tives have been 
placed with the Gen­ 
eral E lectric company of Schenectady, 
N. Y. 
The Cascade tunnel is three m iles in 
length, and is on a 2 per cent grade. 
Jt is hoped by the use of the electric 
locom otives, to do away with the dan­ 
gers from high tem peratures and loco­ 
m otive gases. 
The locom otives will be the largest 
electric locom otives in existence. Each 
will have 1,300 horsepower and will 
be 
capable of hauling a 1,000-pound (sic) 
train at a speed of fifteen miles an hour 
on a 2 per cent grade.

Pacific depot trains No. 
53 
and 54, fast freights betw een 
Staples 
and Duluth are made preference runs 
and three crews will be assigned to the 
runs.

THE RAILROADS 


State Railroad and Warehouse 


Commission Said to be 


Gathering Data 


W ILL 
GO 
INTO 
DETAILS 


Examination Will be Much More 


Exhaustive Than Before Under­ 


taken by State 


According to reports in the Duluth 
Herald of last night the state railroad 
and warehouse commission is making 
an exam ination of the Northern Pacific 
line betw een this city and Duluth. 
The item says: 
“ The state board of railroad and 
warehouse com m issioners is today mak­ 
ing an inspection of the Northern Pa­ 
cific road betw een 
Brainerd, 
Minn., 
and Duluth. 
The board just now is 
making an exhaustive inspection of all regational church 
the railroads of the state. 
It is said 
their report will be the m ost com plete 
of the kind ever prepared by a Min­ 
nesota board. 
“ The board commenced work some 
tim e ago and the labor of gathering 
data is being vigorously pushed to the 
end that the state may have authtentic 
and com plete information as to every 
foot of railroad line, 
including road­ 
beds, rails, kinds of rails, sw itches and 
every little detail that heretofore has 
been ignored in reports of the kind. 
The commission already has practically 
com pleted the gathering of the data 
wanted on four o f the principal 
rail­ 
way system s of the state. 
The Omaha, 
the N orthwestern, the Minneapolis & 
St. Louis and the Northern Pacific.” 
Local railroad men state that they 
have no knowledge that the commission 
is on this district at present and state 
that a thorough exam ination w as made 
by the commission this fall and they 
doubt the authenticity of the report.
